FROM: Henry A. Kissinger 

The President has now decided to proceed with the next 
troop withdrawal announcement at noon, Washington time, on Friday, 
November 12. The announcement will be limited to confirmation of 
his decision to step up the rate of withdrawal to 20, 000 per month 
for the months of December and January and not go beyond that. 

There will be no repeat no discussion of termination of combat

activity, termination of draft, or other details which would tend to 
translate themselves into additional commitments for the future. 

He will probably confirm that he will have another announcement 

sometime in January. All this, of course, conforms to the gameplan

which Haig described to you in detail and to President Thieu in general 
terms.

I will inform you shortly on the details of this gameplan as 
it unfolds. In the meantime, please inform Thieu of the timing and 
scope of Friday's troop withdrawal announcement, cautioning him as 
usual of the extreme sensitivity of this information and absolute need 
to maintain secrecy until the time of the announcement.
